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Economic Impact:

Cost to the agency: Full implementation of the pro-
posed regulations will cost $72,850 annually for as long
as the Abandoned Mine Land (AML) program is active.
However, this expenditure will result in an annual grant
award of $3,000,000 in AML funds from the federal gov-
ernment. To receive the grant, the state must have an ac-
tive Administration and Enforcement Program. The cost
of the Administration and Enforcement Program is split
50/50 between the state and the federal government. The
state share is budgeted at $72,850.

Cost to the public and regulated community: The pro-
posed regulations will not increase costs to the public. The
reduction of the required number of permit application
package copy submittals should decrease the cost to the
regulated community although it will not be significant.

Cost to other governmental agencies or units: There are
no known costs to other governmental agencies.
